> The point of all this is, many times it's beyond the sellers ability 


> align a piece of equipment right. Maybe he's tried and made it worse and 
> doesn't want to admit it. I've bought Heath Transceivers that (SB/HW 

> series) that are easy to work on but don't work because the fellow that 

> sold it was using a 20K/volt VOM and got the HFO oscillator all out of 

> wack. Put the TEK scope or the Fluke DMM on it, adjust the coils, and 
all 

> of a sudden, it's receiving on all bands and even making RF output. All 
> for a lousy meter. 


It wasn't long after my failed attempt without help (it was a cold solder 
joint) to get my first kit (a Heath AR-3) playing that I realized how 
helpless I was without test equipment. My next purchase was a V-7A VTVM (I 
destroyed the circuit board and had to order another before I got it 
running) which was calibrated with a precision voltage source, a "fresh" C 
cell. The VTVM made a good S meter also. Thanks to BC stations and WWV I 
could get the alignment halfway decent but I knew I had to have a signal 
generator. I spent the big bucks and purchased a Precision E-75 ($49.95). 
Hmmmmmm, how do I calibrate IT? Well of course, BC stations and WWV! 
Thank God for KFWB on 910 Kc I could zero-beat the second harmonic of 455 
Ke and get the IF dead nuts. Didn't notice any improvement but it made me 
feel better. When I added the Q multiplier at least I knew everything was 
"right". 


Unfortunately, there is a lot of misunderstanding about test equipment and 
I believe that has kept some folks from equipping themselves with the basic 


essentials of a decent radio hobby shop. Let me suggest some rules to 
follow: A VTVM (or a modern high input impedenace DVM) is a basic 
necessity, even a cheap one will do 90% of what a "lab" meter will do. A 
VTVM's DC voltage probe contains an isolation resistor at the tip to 
prevent capacitive loading and detuning of RF/IF circuits, DVM's don't come 
so equipped and you will have to construct a probe and account for the 
reading error introduced). A signal generator is a source of a clean 
carrier and tone modulation for alignment and testing, the first 
requirement (leave it on 24 hours a day while working on radios to minimize 
drift). A second requirement is a signal generator should have an 
attenuator that will allow sensitivity measurements but it is NOT MANDATORY 
for doing competent repair and alignment. Decoupling the generator from 
the receiver will provide weak signals although it's fussy. A frequency 
counter is not so scary as it sounds, a little study of digital logic and 
counting circuits will clear the haze about what they do. A freq. counter 
is indispensable for accurate alignments. As powerful and versatile as an 
oscilloscope is, you can get by without one. Of all the equipment that one 
can acquire, a cheap oscilloscope will provide the most frustration 
although the modern cheapies are better because they tend to imitate the 
features found in quality lab scopes. So scrounge up some test equipment 
(lots of useful stuff at the fleas), you can always upgrade later as you 
learn the ropes.

Subject: Receiver alignment with sweep generators 


Folks, 


Any IF strip with overcouopled transformers to flatten the top of the curve 
is best aligned with a sweeper and an oscillator. Modern function 
generators make wonderful sweep generators, and if you have any Tek or 
equivalent scope you're readuy to go. 


Do adjust the sweep rate and watch the scope. If the rate is too slow, the 
AVC will try to compensate. A large (say, 0.5 uF) cap across the ACV line 
helps. If it's too fast, something else changes. You will find a plateau 
where modest changes in sweep rate make little difference is response 
shape, and that's where to go. 


If you are as perverse as I am and like wideband AM BC radios, you need a 
sweeper that gets ip to the top of the BC band, because front end tracking 
will have a dramatic effect on bandpass response. If it's off, you get a 
big spike at one edge oor the other of the passband, making a truly nasty 
sounding audio HF response peak. One silver mica padder and my Heath AJ11 
tracks perfectly; it did not do so as designed, and I have seen other 
receivers with this design problem as well. 


If you want to listen to good AM, add a 75 microsecond rolloff just like 
FM. The broadcasters do a variety of HF tailoring, but this seems to match 
pretty well. This of course azssumes that you can find progrma material you 
want to hear, but San Francisco has an oldies atation at 560 KHz and a 
classical station at 1220.

If you are on a limited, budget, spend your money on a counter rather 
than 
> a better generator. New ones with minimal features acost about $250 and 
> used ones are less. The Beckman Circuitmate that I have cost me $400 new 
> about 10 years ago, and I recently added a General Radio 1192, with Nixie 
> tubes yet! SO here you are: tube technology (Nixies) but modern accuracy.

> That said, I do now have two better RF generators-an Advance (British) 
unit 

and ad General Radio 830 bridge oscillator. The GeRad lacks a useful 
output attenuator but its big brother that has one weighs too much for my 
creaky back so I haven't gone looking for one yet. I mostly use the 
Advance since my bench is small and it is, too. 


An a related subject, many cheap radios, particularly sandy ones, will 
whistle if tuned to exacly twice the IF. For a while, I listened to a

Hi. I am struggling to understand some Tek ‘scope oddities and I need your help. 
I recently picked up a batch of older Tek gear including 2 585A scopes, an 82 
plug-in, 2 81 adapters and several letter-series plug-ins. Most of this stuff 
works, after a fashion... 

Oddity #41: Both 585A ‘scopes cut off the trace at the top and bottom of 

the screen. Once the trace gets larger than about 2" high, it starts to be cut 
off. I don't think this is normal behavior. But they both do 

it exactly the same way. 


Oddity #2: The one 585A works great with the 82 plug-in, no problem. But when I 
try to use either 81 adapter with any of the letter series plug-ins, it 

will only show a trace on the .5v/cm vertical setting and then it will only 
show a partial trace. Changing 81 adapters makes no difference and changing 
letter series plug-ins makes none either. But if i switch back to the 82 
plug-in without the adapter, everything works fine. What am I missing here?

Your 585A's must be missing the plastic graticules, or have the wrong 
ones. They only have 4cm of vertical deflection range, which is all 
that is scribed on the graticules. The accelerating voltage is very 
high, and the distribtued deflection plates go a very long way down 
the neck of the tube. When you go more than 2cm up or down from the 
center line, I think the beam slams into the deflection plate, and 
never reaches the screen. 


If you want more vertical range, the 545 family is the way to go, with 
various models having 6cm or 8cm or vertical range.

Hi. I am struggling to understand some Tek ‘scope oddities and I need your help. 
I recently picked up a batch of older Tek gear including 2 585A scopes, an 82 
plug-in, 2 81 adapters and several letter-series plug-ins. Most of this stuff 
works, after a fashion... 

Oddity #41: Both 585A ‘scopes cut off the trace at the top and bottom of 

the screen. Once the trace gets larger than about 2" high, it starts to be cut 
off. I don't think this is normal behavior. But they both do 

> it exactly the same way. 


VV VV VV MV 


Don, the 585 series only had 4 CM total vertical scan, and on many 
CRT's you'd hardly get that, with some trace compression at the ends 
of the range. Remember that 585 was genuinely "state of the art" and 
it's amazing that they work as well as they do for as long as they do. 


Oddity #2: The one 585A works great with the 82 plug-in, no problem. But when I 
try to use either 81 adapter with any of the letter series plug-ins, it 

will only show a trace on the .5v/cm vertical setting and then it will only 
show a partial trace. Changing 81 adapters makes no difference and changing 
letter series plug-ins makes none either. But if i switch back to the 82 
plug-in without the adapter, everything works fine. What am I missing here?

Not sure I know what's going on here, but an ancient bee is buzzing in 
my bonnet----check the wiring at the 585A blue-ribbon connector and 
make sure all the voltages are there. Do the same at the plug-in 
blue-ribbon connector.

i was perusing the "manual" ( 4 pages ) for the National NC-44 

and want to comment on some unusual aspects of the circuit. first, 
the mixer is a 6K8. then, the 2 IF tubes -- 6L7 ! strange, 2 mixer 
tubes used as IF amps. i don't suppose this proved to be any real 
advantage, as i've not seen any other manufacturer do this. 

(altho, i note, the Heath HW-12 ssb transceiver uses 6BE6 multigrid 
converter tube as the vfo buffer - was this for supposedly better 
isolation?? ) 


then, in the NC-44, the detector is a 6k7. there is no cathode resistor, 
so it's zero bias; the cathode - G1 form the signal diode, and the 
resulting audio on the grid G1 is amplified by the rest of the tube. 
the screen grid G2 resistor is 500kR, which seems high; i suppose the 
screen voltage had to be lowered to compensate for the low bias, which 
otherwise would cause heavy plate current. this double use of the 
pentode tube, detector and audio amp, is one commonly seen in german 
military equipment. this is the first time i have encountered it in 

a US receiver. oh, and btw, the bfo is injected into the suppressor 
grid G3 of the same 6K7. 

and -- anyone with first hand experience with this receiver, who can 
comment on its nonordinary - or ordinary - reception characteristics?

B+ battery, just the A (heater) battery. the tube is a tetrode, 
2-grid. except that G1 and G2 roles are reversed - G1 goes to A+, 
so it's at actually, 1/2 the + heater voltage to ground ( is that 
right? ) and the signal goes to G2. since it's 1927, i am supposing 
the tube is a 22 ( 2 volts) or 26 ( 3.3 volt )x«

"the burning out of the tube due to excessively high voltage becomes 
an impossibility..... due to the elimination of all internal noises, 


the reception of distant stations becomes relatively greater... 


[darn...the elimination of all noises bit reminds me of the month,

"the real success of the Soladyne lies in the use of a new type, 
four element tube...two concentric grids are contained therein; by 
carefully adjusting the variable grid leak, maximum amplification 
can be obtained...

"the complete receiver, detector and two stages audio....volume is 
easily equal to that..from ordinary detector and one stage audio, 
using "B" batteries....

assuming this is not a joke article, this seems to me the first 
appearance of the "B+ less receiver circuit", seen again in the 
late 1930s and early 40s as a "B+ less" or “emergency receiver", 
and which came to be known later ( in the postwar years?? ) as the 
"space charge circuit".

I have used the following technique with excellent results. After the 
front panel has been repainted with oil base enamel and baked hard, set the 
panel horizontal and fill the lettering to the brim with white gloss 
acrylic (water based) paint. Squee-gee the excess paint to one side and mop 
up with tissue. Let dry a day or two. The lettering will now be surrounded 
with a white haze which can easily be lightly rubbed off with a cloth pad 
damp with a "diluted" cleaner containing ammonia such as Windex or Sudsy 
Ammonia. Dilute about 4 to 1 with water.

The good Mr. Morgan the the USN give us the following guide that still 
apllies to a BA hamshack--at least a "starter" one: 

"The operating room should be well lighted and free from vibration. 

The room should have a well insulated entrance for the aerial and should 
be fitted with an operating table about two and one-half-feet wide, not 
less than seven feet long and of a convenient height for working the 
sending key. The table should be of dry, well-seasoned wood and the 
instruments should be mounted on the table at safe sparking distances from 
each other. 

"The connections should all be as direct as possible and well 
insulated. High potential leads should be kept away from low potential 
leads and where they cross it should be at nearly right angles. 

"Sending key contacts must be kept clean and flat with surfaces 
parallel to each other. 

"All sliding contacts, especially in the receiving tuning coils, should 
be kept clean and bright and free from foreign matter. A sending set 
working at low power with all connections good, closed and open circuits 
in resonance, no sparking from edge of condenser, jar or plates, no glow 
from aerial and no sparking to riggig, is utilizing its power much more 
efficiently than the same set pushed to the limit with high resistance 
connections, sparking at all points and out of resonance." 

...Okay, some of the assumed components are rather more than dated, but 
it's still good dope; the physics hasn't changed since 1914 and neither 


have the basics to getting this stuff to working it right and keeping it 
that way!

Dave, did you ask Frank about the HX-50, the infamous Drifty Fifty? 
I think this equipment almost sunk Hammarlund. 


I have no schematics for the HQ-100 nor the HQ-170/180 but kind of doubt 
that the -100 was a proving ground for the more expensive models. 


Single-conversion-not-even-a-BFO radios wouldn't seem to have much in 
common with a triple conversion radio having bandpass tuning & product 
detector. 


I doubt the -100 or -110 had enfu stability for serious use with an HC-10 
SSB converter (sharp IF & product detector). Also the price of the HC-10 
(I'm guessing here) was probably of the same order as the above rx's. 


His reference to the National NC-300 & -303 performance with VHF 
converters seems way off. These rx's had a special "converter" band at 
30-34 MHz (like Halli SX-101A). You could use any converter having that 
output with them, not just National's converters. 


Now, I wasn't there & I could be wrong, but... 


I've never been too impressed with Hammarlund stuff except maybe the Super 
Pro series but that was MIL stuff. 


BTW, W2AMJ was very active on VHF in 40s & shows up a lot in Ed Tilton's 


columns' lists.
